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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant argues that claim 8 in amendment B was put in independent form including only subject matter 
from parent claims 1, 2, and 7, and therefore the scope of claim 8 was not amended. This assertion is incorrect because claim 8 in 
amendment B includes the limitation "such that the two groups of keys are tilted relative to each other. This limitation does not ap pear 
anywhere in the claims of amendment A, including claims 1, 2, and 7. Therefore, because claim 8 in amendment B included a new 
limitation not present in the previous amendment, the finality of the previous office action was correct 

Applicant futher argues that amending claims 3-6 and 19 to depend from claim 10 does not require further search or condsideration . 
However, claim 10 has been amended to include subject matter of parent claim 9, which was not included in claim 8 upon which claims 
3-6 and 19 previously depended. Therefore the scope of claims 3-6 and 19 has been changed by the proposed amendment, 
neccessitating futher search and consideration Furthermore, limitations have been eliminated from claim 10 which could possibly affect 
the scope of the claim, also requiring futher search and condsideration. Because claims 3-6 and 19 in the proposed amendment include 
limitations from claim 9 not previously required when they depended from claim 8, the scope of the claims has been changed 
neccessitating further search and condsideration. 
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
